A, Set out a young plant at the 
base of a two-inch galvanized 


pipe, seven feet long. which has 





been driven two feet into the 
ground. The pipe will act as a 
support tor the growing plant 
Allow only one shoot to develop 
and when it reaches the desired 
height, cut off its tip. Rub off ad- 
ditional shoots as they appear 
along this trunk, but let those at 
the top grow to about a foot be 
fore cutting off their tips. Prune

or those pessimistic armchair philosophers who 
moan that the dynamism of America is a thing of the 
past, the many complete communities which have sprung 
up in recent years are a resounding rebuttal. Spring- 
field, Virginia (Community in the Making, August, 
1952), Park Forest, Illinois (A City Built and Run by 
Private Enterprise, Novensber, 1952), and West Hill, 
New York (West Hill—A Trend, July, 1951) are just a 
few which have been described in these pages. Here is 
still another, Midwest City, Oklahoma, a thriving metropo- 
lis of 20,000 which stands where ten years ago there 
were only wheat fields. Behind this dramatic metamor- 
phosis are the energy and vision of W. P. “Bill” Atkin- 
son, who heard in 1942 that an army air base was to be 
located somewhere near Oklahoma City, the exact loca- 
tion, a dark secret. Shrewdly guessing that the farmer 
who refused to sell land to him would be the owner of 
the earmarked army tract, by the process of elimination 
he located the property and bought 160 acres across the 
highway. When Tinker Field was built exactly where he 
had predicted, he invited fourteen other builders to join 


him in planning a community to house defense workers 





attached to the base. They wisely foresaw that unless 
the project was started on the basis of a lasting com- 
munity, it had definite “ghost town” possibilities after the 
war. A complete city plan was devised with street lay 

outs which provided a variety of lot shapes and a maxi 

mum of safety since curving streets slowed car traffic. 
After V-J Day, efforts were redoubled to make Midwest 
City permanent: the shopping district was expanded; 
clubs were developed; the enthusiasm of existing home- 
owners was rekindled; a promotional program was 
launched to attract a new, suburban population who 
worked in Oklahoma City. Since 1946 the city has been 
expanding at the rate of about 500 houses a year, until 
now there are two square miles fully developed and 
1,000 acres adjacent available for future development. 
Today, Midwest City is a complete community in every 
respect but one—it has no slum area, a deficiency much 
to its credit. It is operated on the city management sys- 
tem with its own police and fire departments. The latter 
includes one station and two trucks: a new station for 
another truck is being built. The police department has 


one patrol car and one motorcycle; the Chief uses his

own car to chase speeders The jalls one cell has to this 
date never been used, the city is happy to report For the 
6,300 school children, there is one high school, two jun 
ior high schools, nine grade schools. Sixteen busses 
transport school children to and from, although a tow! 
slogan boasts that, “Wherever you live in Midwest City. 
a child can walk to school and to a grocery store.” There 
are thirteen denominations of churches in the city and 
ground is regularly being broken for new buildings. In 
fact, the whole area continues to be one of bustling activ- 
ity and builder Atkinson predicts a population of 
30,000 by 1960. Houses keep pace with growing fami 
lies’ needs. Early defense homes had 700-800 square 
feet: most of the tract’s 3,600 houses have two bedrooms 
and a garage on a 60-foot lot. In the early planning 


stages a strip of high elevation ground looking down on 


Oklahoma City was earmarked for a subdivision o 
larger homes. Proof that families enjoy the life in Mid 
west City is the fact that a large percentage of home 


owners in this new subdivision are families who settled 





originally in small quarters, moved to large! homes as 


their needs for space increased.

ighty thousand miles of travel and studies of 


houses in 100 cities contributed ideas for the homes 





in the newest section of Midwest City. All will be 
one-story, ranch style, as will all commercial and 
other buildings in the subdivision. In contrast to 
the belief that homeowners haven't time to take care 
of large plots, houses are on half-acre lots, the 


minimum frontage being 76 feet and depth about 





200 feet. Buildings are at least ten feet from the 
lot line, making a minimum of twenty feet between homes. This makes room 
for a driveway to a garage which can be built in the rear should the owners 
want to turn their present large car storage space into additional living quar- 
ters. Actually, the two-car garage is one of the home’s high points; with over 
600 square feet of space, it more than pays for itself in the many activities “ 
which it is planned to accommodate. The model house shown here has the 


garage set up for games, gardening headquarters, workshop, additional din- 





ing quarters, and a barbecue. Builder Atkinson has been a Shetland pony 


enthusiast since boyhood, has a farm near-by with more than 200, including 








a champion mare and stud. Realizing that children can be powerful sales- 


men, he included a pony, bridle and saddle with the first 100 homes sold.

any a family dreams a whole lifetime of being able to afford an 
apartment in the city and a country house for cooling off in summer. Jeanne 
and Edward (Bud) Campbell refused to waste time dreaming, made up their 
minds to have both on what money was available. The secrets of their success 
are two: they haven't tried to make either home grand and they have used 
imagination and their own labor when cash was scarce. Seven years ago when 
the housing shortage hit them, they discovered that available apartments in 
desirable Manhattan neighborhoods were beyond their means. They went to 
an erstwhile tenement section, found a five-room cold-water flat at $25 a 
month and set about making it livable. They tore out a wall to make one 
large living-dining-kitchen space; Bud, an electronics engineer, rewired the 
whole place. When it came to decoration, Jeanne, a sportswear designer, 
took over, and together they painted and papered according to her plans. 
While settling in the city, they also kept an eye on a country home, finally 
found a quarter-acre with a house on it not far from the beach in West- 
hampton, Long Island. For $2,500 they bought the site, stripped part of the 
structure away and raised what remained over a foundation. Almost entire- 
ly by their own labor, they added a large, new wing and remodeled the orig- 
inal structure to give over-all a house of three bedrooms, living-dining room, 


kitchen, bath, and terrace. They did everything but the house raising, 


masonry, and digging the cesspool. The total cost of remodeling: $4,500.

WORKSHOP 


D and Mrs. Lynn Hurst. of West Los Angeles. California 
were faced with the dilemma of many a young family: 
should they build their permanent home now for the children 
to enjoy as they grow up and improvise on the furniture, or 
wait until they could afford house and furniture exactly as they 
wanted it? They chose the former way and. with ingenuity 
and a workshop, have made pieces which will stand them in 
good stead until they are ready to buy others. As a dentist, 
Dr. Hurst has the capable hands that are standard equipment 
in his profession, but had no previous experience or interest 
in carpentry. However, he grew up on a ranch in Utah “where 
a kid had to know a little of everything” and decided to try 


his hand at furniture making. A bid from a local carpen- 


er on a coffee table and the price tag on a game table he 
coveted spurred him on. He bought reconditioned tools to 
outfit a workshop in the basement—a table saw, lathe, and 
jigsaw. A motor, salvaged from some obsolete dental imple- 
ments, was rigged to a compressor for applying paint and 
lacquer. Total cost for the shop was about $350. Dr. Hurst 
wasn't alone in the shop—Linda Lou, 9, and Steven, 7, be- 
came assistants in the sanding department At two, Scotty is 
still too small for co-operative efforts. Lorraine, besides help- 
ing in the basement, was busy upstairs sewing curtains and 
bedspreads, braiding a handsome rug, designing and making 
all the valances and lampshades. In little more than a year, 
these composite efforts have produced a completely furnished 
home. Most of the pieces were made from scratch, start- 
ing with raw wood and an idea. Dr. Hurst pored over books 
on early American furniture to find authentic designs and 
learn about construction and finishing. Through study and 
practice, the Hursts have developed some special stains and 
finishes. Many pieces were rebuilt and refinished from second 
hand bargains picked up in junk shops. These they dismantled, 
scraped, sanded, and reassembled into the articles they needed. 


For example, from a dilapidated dry sink came an ingenious 





bar. Reigning beauty of the living room, the Welsh dresser 
is now a stranger to its earlier ugly and decrepit condition. 
The brand-new and the converted old pieces are perfectly 
at home together—-a traditional atmosphere has been cre- 
ated without sacrificing either budget or the children’s con- 
tentment. The house is no never-never land of constant “be 
carefuls.” All pieces are sturdily built or rebuilt; the finishes 
and textiles are practical as well as bright and attractive. Not 
only have some of the Hursts’ larger and more important pieces 
of furniture been built or refinished by them, but many of the 
accessories are the product of the skill of the dentist-turned- 
carpenter: stools, knitting and popcorn bowls, salad bowls

New ways with roses

The new climbing, pillar, and trailing roses can 


serve and beautify your grounds in many ways 


he yard with a liability—like an unsightly bank where 
only weeds will seem to grow, ora dilapidated fence you 
can’t quite afford to replace—can often pose a problem, 
even to those already used to improving their plot with 
carefully placed plants and shrubs. There is, nonetheless, 
a horticultural way such liabilities as these can be turned 
into assets, assets that will make your yard a show spot all 
summer long. The answer lies in the use of the new climb- 
ing, pillar, and trailing roses. Unlike many of their cous- 
ins in the rose family, these new plants do not need the 
tender, kid-glove care people are accustomed to associate 
with rose growing. No special, carefully manicured rose 
garden is necessary: if the soil is of normal quality and 
suitable for the average plant, these new roses will do 
nicely. Further, many varieties will continue producing 
blooms all through the warm months, so your home can be 
kept bright with cuttings at the same time your garden is 
filled with color. 

The new climbers are not to be confused with the al- 
ready popular climbing hybrid tea roses which, with a few 
exceptions are only for warmer sections of the country 
south of Philadelphia in the east or of Kansas City in the 
midwest. Not as tall as the climbers are the pillar roses, a 
type which grows much taller than the common bush roses 
and is suitable for training much like the climbers. The 
trailing rose is a related type with supple stems and the 
tendency to clamber by itself over walls and fences or 
over the ground. All of these come in many varieties offer- 
ing aw ide choice of color. 

Some of the ways to grow these new, hardy roses have 
been mentioned above. Among the other ways, the use of 
climbing or pillar roses and a trellis is, of course, a favor- 
ite arrangement. It should be pointed out that the average, 


ready-made trellis is not substantial enough to last more 


than a few seasons: for a permanent entrance to your 
garden or for an arbor, buy a truly sturdy structure, or 
have one specially built, if necessary. 

Blank walls of masonry or stucco will also provide ideal 
support for the new type of climbing and pillar roses. Such 
a setting will not only provide a background that will set 
off the beauty of the blooms and the arching sprays to best 
advantage, but it also makes it possible to train the main 
stems at an angle, or even horizontally, so that a greater 
amount of bloom may be induced. Wall hooks to give 
proper support to the stems may be purchased at most 
garden-supply stores. 

\ particularly colorful frame for a picture or bedroom 
window can be made by simply training a climber around 
the window. Or if there is an unpleasant view from one 
portion of your property, climbers or pillars grown 
against a frame will form an attractive screen. 

Climbers and pillars trained upright to posts eight ot 
ten feet tall will make a dramatic garden display. An in- 
teresting variation of this is to allow the roses to grow up 
a post, six feet high, then let the tips of the plants bend 
down naturally at the ends to give a fountainlike appear- 
ance. If your garden has become a short-cut route for the 
neighborhood children, or a playground for their pets, a 
trailing rose planted along the borders, over boulders or a 
low wall, will act as a highly effective barrier. 

\s they are extremely hardy, these new species will 
grow nearly anywhere they can receive sufficient sunlight. 
\fter planning what effect you want to produce and the 
varieties of roses you want, buy plants and set them 
out in a hole dug to a depth of eighteen inches or more 
and of the same diameter. Fill the hole with well-enriched 
topsoil containing plenty of humus. Once started, these 


roses will fend for themselves.

rs. Roy Nelson, from Chatham Township in New Jersey, works with 

her husband in their kitchen-planning showroom in near-by Roselle Park. 
They recently purchased an old house and six acres of woodland, pleasantly 
remote from all the bustle of working days. There the rural part of the story 
ends, Believing that job efficiency requires relief from household cares and 
details, Betty Nelson has brought office efficiency into her home. Housekeep- 
ing, as she looks at it, can offer release from office routine; when it results in 
drudgery, the day seems all too long. Constantly on the lookout for ways of 
lessening repetitious jobs, she is convinced that her freezer plays a large part. 
Since the freezer arrived, she has reduced time spent in shopping and meal 
preparation. She has improved the quality of her meals and eliminated im- 
pulse-buying. Conscious of office method, she has kept track of time saved. 
Before the freezer, weekly shopping meant four to five hours; now she does 

it in less than one. Every ten weeks or so, the Nelsons make a trip to Farm- 
ers’ Market, where they buy 100 to 150 pounds of food for the freezer. 
Weekly marketing is thus reduced to fresh fruits, salad greens, eggs, and 
other foods to supplement the freezer stock. Betty has freed her refrigerator, 
too, opening up more space there. Admitting that the surface hasn’t yet been 
scratched, she sees enormous potential in saving meal preparation time. 
Frozen foods are ready to cook; she no longer trims meat or scrubs vege- 
tables. The tedium of long kitchen preliminaries is gone. She follows direc- 
tions on the package to the letter because she has found that product 
improvements and constant research make them change. The persons who 
are critical of frozen foods, she believes, are frequently poorly informed. 
They prepare them just as they did when they first came on the market. 
Betty’s food waste has been considerably reduced. The two pieces of pie 
which were formerly thrown away now go into the freezer and are just as 
palatable at some later date. For Betty Nelson, leftovers have become “plan- 
ned overs,” never to be recognized in next week’s meals. Bacon-and-egg 
dinners were too frequent at the Nelsons before the new routine. Now, meals 
are better, more varied, and best of all, prepared with minimum fuss.

The Armstrongs believe that freezers can 
save food money if they are used to capacity, if wise 
marketing practices are developed, if plans are made to 
capitalize on each food as it has its season, The enter 
prising freezer-ownet buys in quantity when prices are 


low and quality is peak. Asparagus ranges from 12c to 


60e a pound in a year. Green beans jump from 8c to 29¢c, 
orange juice varies from two cans for 23c to 29e a can, 
chickens from 29c to 68c, ground beef from 55 to 92« 

the list is long. This range, Mary Armstrong wisely 
observes, is intensified when there are five mouths to 
feed; consequently, she’s very much aware of the right 
time for purchasing for the months ahead. 

The Armstrongs have been freezer-owners for five 
years. During the first year of experimentation, Mary 
was more conscious of operating costs. The turnover 
then was not as fast as it is now, and her initial invest 
ment of packaging materials has never been as great. 
Five years of ownership have taught her that these fac 
tors will reduce operating costs: organization within the 
freezer—large packages on the bottom, the smaller ones 
at top—re-using of packaging materials; doing one’s own 
packaging at home. 

The economic problem with freezers is large enough 
for the man of the house to share. Bob Armstrong 
watches for food bargains with as much interest as his 
wife. When meats are advertised at low prices, one 
meal’s supply is purchased and eaten in order to judge 
the quality of the bargain. If it measures up, a supply 
is purchased for the freezer. They have the meat trim- 
med and cut up at the market. Mary Armstrong finds 
that a full day in the kitchen gives her extra hours; she 
can work ahead for special-occasion meals, birthday 
cakes. With the Armstrongs, a freezer is a necessary part 


of their home. They have found ways to make it pay.

the sea—adventure is where you 
find it. For the small child. the 
wide world may begin a block 
away. where the stores have the 
lure of unfamiliarity; for the so 
phisticated fourth-grader, it often 
takes the flavor of foreign names 
to evoke the thrill of romance 
But wherever the horizon begins 
there are wonderful new books to 
illumine it 

For the back-yard adventurer, 
Peter's Long Walk (by Lee King- 
man, illustrated by Barbara Coo- 
ney. Doubleday & Co., $2.50) 
to find new playmates is an excit- 
ing one, but comfortably enough, 
doesn't take him too far from 
home to scare anybody. Happily, 
the hero finds that the grass is 
pretty green in his own yard. Be- 
ginning readers will find it fun, 
and nonreaders will delight in 
the surprising details 

Genteel Maybelle the Cable Car 
(by Virginia Lee Burton, Hough- 
ton Mifflin Co., $2.75), one of San 
Francisco's finest, was dedicated 
to her up-hill-and-down-dale life 
When progress, in the person of 
Big Bill, the stuffy bus, threat- 
ened her existence and that of 
her cohorts, an aroused citizenry 
swung into action to prove its 
pride and faith in the sturdy lit- 
tle vehicles. The climb-and-slide 
rhythm of Maybelle’s life seeps 
through the text, and the details 
of the pictures, confectionlike in 
color and style, will delight the 
erstwhile conductor. Best of all, 
this simple story of democracy in 
action 1s heart-warming fare tor 
eight to twelves. 

This group loves nothing bet- 
ter than the schoolboy who out- 
wits the villain, and Twenty and 
Ten (by Claire Huchet Bishop. 
illustrated by William Péne du 
Bois) conveys just that exciting

The Story of Christo- 
pher Columbus (by Nina Brown 
Baker. illustrated by David Hen- 
drickson) sketches the great man 
in the setting of his time. The 
fever of fifteenth-century ports, 
the hint of discovery in the air, 
the poignant adoration of the 
crippled cabin boy for the admiral 
give a third dimension to the leg- 
end. All of these books, which in- 
clude biographies of Teddy Roose- 
velt, Lee, and others, are fine 
stories in themselves; they also
